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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

7. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicant's amendment to the claims and arguments of December 1, 2006 obviated the 
previous rejections of record. 

Moreover, in a telephone interview with Brent C. Moore on February 22, 2006, Applicant 
agreed to amend the claims to clarify the transitional language and antecedent basis for some 
of the dependent claims. 

Furthermore, during this telephone conversation applicant was informed that while the 
instant specification supports the use of the anti-TNF-a antibodies comprising SEQ ID NOs: 
72 and 74 or SEQ ID NOs: 72 and 70 or SEQ ID NOs: 50 and 52 to deliver a therapeutic 
agent to a cell and thereby treat, for example rheumatoid arthritis (see instant specification, 
pages 72-73 and 1 09), the instant specification does not provide sufficient support for the 
use of the anti-TNF-a antibody comprising amino acid SEQ ID NOs: 54 and 56 to deliver 
a therapeutic agent to a cell Applicant indicated that, solely in the interest of facilitating 
further prosecution, they would agree to cancellation of claims 88-90 by Examiner's 
Amendment.
